General  Information 

ALL  roses  are  guaranteed  true  to  name  of  good  size, 
and  that,  when  shipped,  they  are  in  perfect  condition 
and  properly  packed.  All  complaints  must  be  made  within 
one  week  of  receipt  of  shipment.  In  no  case  will  we  be 
responsible  for  more  than  the  original  price  of  the  goods. 

Our  responsibility  ceases  when  we  make  delivery  to  the 
transportation  company  or  to  the  grounds  of  the  pur- 
chaser. If  the  packages  do  not  arrive  on  time  or  are  in 
such  bad  condition  that  the  contents  are  damaged,  claim 
should  at  once  be  made  on  the  transportation  company. 

All  the  roses  are  field  grown  and  budded  on  hardy  stock, 
mostly  on  Multifiora  japonica,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Climbers,  and  a few  of  the  Polyanthas,  which  generally  do 
better  on  their  own  roots. 

Prices— These  are  as  stated  in  the  body  of  the  catalogue 
and  are  F.  O.  B.  our  nursery.  Five  of  a variety  are 
charged  for  at  the  ten  rate  and  50  of  a variety  at  the  100 
rate. 

All  novelties  are  sold  at  the  single  rate. 

Terms— Cash  should  accompany  order  or,  if  it  is  de- 
sired that  shipment  be  made  C.  O.  D.,  then  at  least  one- 
quarter  of  the  total  estimated  value  should  be  remitted 
with  the  order. 

If  it  is  desired  that  a monthly  charge  account  be  opened, 
satisfactory  references  should  be  sent. 

Descriptions— The  descriptions  given  in  the  catalogue 
are  based  on  the  most  reliable  sources  available.  In  the 
majority  of  cases,  hardiness  or  otherwise  is  indicated. 
When  no  mention  is  made  of  this  quality,  however,  it  does 
not  mean  that  the  rose  is  not  hardy.  It  simply  means 
that  it  has  not  yet  been  thoroughly  tested.

CARE  ON  ARRIVAL 

Ql ANTING  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
* spring,  or  if  in  the  fall,  before  the  ground  gets  cold. 

When  plants  are  received*  the  package  should  be 
opened  at  once  and  the  roses  well  watered,  prefer- 
ably left  for  a few  hours  with  the  roots  immersed  in 

water*  If  not  then  planted  out  permanently,  they  should 
be  heeled  in,  the  roots  well  covered  with  damp  soil. 

PLANTING 

When  planting  do  not  allow  the  roots  to  be  exposed  to 
the  sun  or  the  wind. 

Teas  and  Hybrid  Teas  should  be  planted  about  ll ^ feet, 
Hybrid  Perpetuals,  2 feet,  and  Climbers,  6 feet  apart. 
The  soil  should  be  thoroughly  cultivated,  at  least  12  to  18 
inches  deep,  and  a liberal  supply  of  well  rotted  cow  or  horse 
manure  added,  along  with  some  bonemeal.  If  the  soil  is 
at  all  sour  also  add  a little  lime.  The  hole  to  receive  the 
plant  should  be  large  enough  to  allow  the  roots  to  be  well 
spread  out  and  deep  enough  to  allow  the  lower  parts  of  the 
lower  branches  to  be  about  2 inches  below  the  surface. 
When  the  soil  is  filled  in,  it  should  be  thoroughly  firmed 
down  with  the  feet.  After  planting,  cut  back  all  the 
branches  to  from  5 to  6 inches  from  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  The  soil  round  the  plants  should  be  well  watered 
every  few  days  for  a week  or  two  after  they  are  set  out. 
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CARE  DURING  THE^SUMMER 

Keep  the  ground  well  cultivated  all  summer.  Shortly 
after  the  foliage  is  out,  spray  with  Bordeaux  Mixt  ure 
and  repeat  two  weeks  later  with  Bordeaux  Mixture  and 
Arsenate  of  Lead.  Thereafter,  dust  occasionally  with  a 
mixture  of  8 parts  dusting  sulphur,  1 part  powdered 
arsenate  of  lead  and  1 part  tobacco  dust.  If  the  aphis 
get  too  plentiful,  spray  with  any  good  tobacco  mixture. 
The  most  efficient  way  to  eradicate  the  June  rose  bugs  is 
to  pick  them  off  by  hand  and  drop  them  into  a can  of  kero- 
sene. Every  few  weeks,  up  to  about  the  end  or  August, 
the  roses  will  benefit  by  about  a trowelful  of  acid  phosphate 
or  bonemeal  being  dug  in  round  the  roots  of  each  bush. 
For  a succession  of  blooms,  the  flowers  should  be  cut  regu- 
larly and  with  long  stems,  always  leaving,  however,  at 
least  one  eye  below  the  cut.  Disbudding  superfluous 
buds  will  also  increase  the  size  of  the  remainder. 

WINTER  PROTECTION 

The  earth  should  be  hilled  up  round  each  plant  as  high 
as  possible,  8 or  10  inches,  and  after  the  ground  is  well 
frozen,  a thick  covering  of  straw  added,  covering  up  each 
plant  as  high  as  possible.  Any  long  branches  should  be 
cut  down  but  no  real  pruning  done  until  the  spring. 

After  the  covering  is  removed  in  the  spring,  the  plants 
should  be  properly  pruned  and  a liberal  supply  of  well 
rotted  manure  dug  in,  with  some  bonemal  or  acid  phos- 
phate.
